Washington, March 22.—The house 


naval committee agreed today to re- 
port a bill fixing the maximum au- 
thorized enlisted strength of the 
navy at 80,000 plus 6,000 apprentices, 
or 10,000 less than the number Sec- 
retary Denby declared was needed 
to operate the treaty fleet. 


The bill also provides that not 
mpre than 200 members of each 
graduating class at the naval acad- 
emy shall be commissioned this year 
in 1923 and 1924. There are 541 
members of the first class at the 
academy to be graduated in June. 
As finally agreed to the measure 


would reduce from five to two the 
congressional 
distribution 
of 
ap 


pointments to Annapolis, but with- 
out affecting the status of men now 
at the academy or those to be ad- 
mitted next fall, except that not 
more 
than 200 members of each 
graduating class shall receive com- 
missions.

Senator Underwood also expressed 
the opinion that the reservation to 
the treaty as reported by the foreign

adopted. 
Senator Lenroot, Republican, Wis- 
consin, also talked over the treaty 
situation with the president today 
and he also expressed confidence aft- 
erward that the treaty ratification 
was certain. 
Tne four power arrangement was 
assailed by Senator La Follette as a 
scheme of Great .Britain and Japan 
*-o secure co-operation and protection 
of the United States "in their fur- 
ther schemes of exploitation and im- 
perialism." 
He declared it was 
viewed by 
both British and 
Japanese states- 


men as merely an extension of the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance which 
it 
abrogates, and that in actual prac- 
tice it would result in binding the 
United States to support the policies 
of London and Tokio against such 
outside powers as China, Russia and 
Germany.

London, March 22.—The situation 


on the border between Ulster and

of the Times.

Please Despite Attacks 


s 
By Reformers. 


Clothes Have Nothing To 


Do With Morality, Em- 


ployer Declares. 


(By FREDERIC J. HASKIN.) 
New York City, March 22.—The 


heavy bombardment of dress regula 
tions which is being hurled at the 
poor, surprised working girl in so 
many American cities has made no 
impression upon New York. 
Here 


working girls can still wear what 
they please. Their employers have 
laid down no stern and arbitraly 
rules for them. 
When Chicago 


partment stores frown upon bobbed 
hair and rouge for sales girls, and 


fwhen Newark banks forbid rolled 
stockings and peek-a-boo waists in 
their formal precincts, New Yorkers 
merely shrug f-.eir shoulders and 
smile a superior sort of smile. So 
far, 
they have developed none of 
these prejudices. 
"Short skirts 
and bobbed hair 


have nothing to do with morality 
efficiency." declared the head of 
large New York mercantile house 
when 
questioned on the 
subject. 
"Whether the skirts of our employ- 
ees are six inches or twelve inches 
from the floor does not concern us. 
We stress neatness and dignity, but 
aside from that there is no, effort 
made to influence or coerce 
our 
workers. Dress is a matter of taste 
and habit. Wearing the hair short 
or long is a personal matter which 
has to do with the individual and no 
one else. We feel that our people 
have the same right to exercise in- 
dividual taste in questions of dress 
as the debutante or the society wo- 
man." 
"Tes," joined in his junior part- 


ner, disgust in his voice, "all such 
prohibitions' 
are 
nonsense — sheer 


nonsense. 
Business women should 


be permitted to dress as they please, 
just as men do. We do not object to 
bobbed hair for our saleswomen any- 
more than we object to bald heads 
or side whiskers on our salesmen. 
In fact, when you come to think of 
it, bobbed hair is not half so offen- 
sive as no hair at all, is it? And he 
smiled as he stroked his own sparse- 
ly-covered scalp. "Then the question 
of dress is a (sensitive one, with wo- 
men. They don't stand i.iuch criti- 
cism on the subject. They are apt 
to get sulky and develop a grudge, 
and an employee with a grudgo-is 
worse than no employee at all." 


There is one department store in 


Xew 
York, employing about 3,500 


women, which does have certain reg- 
ulations concerning dress, but they 
are tactfully offered as suggestions 


rather than demands. 
An advisory 


committee on tills Important matter, 
elected from among the saleswomen 
themselves, does t: e advising when 
necessary. 
(jirls who wear 
thin 


waists, for example, are gently in 
formed that it would be in better 
taste if they confined themselves 
to 
inconspicuous 
underwear, 
and 


girla who appear In extravagant dec 
ollete are politely requested to de- 
sist. Otherwise, the advisory com 
mlttee seems to possess rather liber 
al ideas. 


Not even these limited restrictions 
are placed upon the 4,000 girls and 
women who are employed by a large 
insurance company in this city. 
When questioned as to this seeming 
lack -t discipline, a business execu 
live of the firm asserted that the 
company was concerned with the ef- 
ficiency of its employees and not 
with their clothes. 


"If the girls want to wear short 
skirts or wear their hair bobbed or 
in Mary Pickford curls, they may. 
Some of the company's officials, of 
course, have their individual prejud 
ices. By the way, a funny incident 
happened here the other day which 
you might be able to use in this con- 
nection. A girl came in'to apply for 
a job as stenographer in Mr. (we'll 
call him Smith) Smith's office. 
She 


was the regular flapper type, with 
short hair and short skirts and her 
face streaked up like an Indian 
Squaw. Smart, though; and took her 
dictation without a hitch. 


"Smith, you see, is one of the old- 


fashioned kind that is raising all 
this howl about the new girls and 
their clothes, and here was a splen- 
did example of all he disapproved of 
asking him for a job. We could .see 
that he was impressed by her offi- 
ciency, though, so we hung around 
waiting to see what he would -Jo. 
After a long silence he finally said, 
'I'm sorry, but I cannot emplov \ TU, 
and I am going to tell you why. You 
may think me old-fashioned, but J 
want people with some degree of 
dignity near me while I work. Now, 
with 
your abbreviated hair 
and 


skirt—' 
" 'Oh, is that all?' asked the c;i:-l 


in a relieved voice. 'Well, that it, a 
defect 
easily 
remedied. 
Longer 


skirts are easily acquired, if you in- 
sist up them, and if you will onrv 
watch patiently for a few seconds I 
can show you that my hair is not 
really bobbed at all.' Saying -nhirli. 
she took out a few hairpins and 
r<> 


moved the whole short part of it 
Her own hair was neatly arranged 
in a soft, flat coil at the back—'is 
dignified looking a coiffure as e'. ,»:i 
Smith could desire. 
Smith was so 


surprised at first that his mouth fell 
open, and he had to cover up ta.s 
loss of dignity by giving the girl a 
long lecture on her 
artificiality 


Then he hired her at a good salar\." 


This view that business wom"T4 
should dress simply and inconspic- 
uously has long been voiced with 
mighty eloquence by various groups 
for various reasons, but it has re- 
mained for a few bankers to come 
right out bluntly with the great ob- 
jection—namely, the fact that fri- 
volous clothes have a distracting cl 
feet upon the male employee. 


"Girls who wear gay clothes to 
business are too distracting to the 
young men in the office," said one 


of this group. "We are letting them 
out as fast as we can." 
This view Is sharply challenged by 


Mary Alden Hopkins, In an artli'K, 
recently published in The New Ke 
public, in which she says: 


"Why shouldn't she (the business 


girl) wear as pretty, silly clothes as 
the girl who stays at home to heir 
her mother? Earrings and strappec 
toes and high heels and strings o 
barbaric beads and everything else 


"If you put'it on the ground of 


simplicity for all girls and all wo- 
men—why, that's another matter. 
Maybe so and maybe not so. 
But 


the idea that red and orange and 
nasturtium yellow and aster purples 
belong to the girl whose allowances 
comes from her father, while navy 
blue and dark brown are the colors 
for the girl 
whose pay 
envelope 
comes 
from 
her 
employer —this 


seems to me not fair at all. Why 
should a business girl be restricted 
to the type of costume that no wo- 
man ever truns her head to look af 
ter on the street? . . . 
"Headliner business women wear 


simple and unostentatious costumes 
because they can afford the very 
best models and because by the time 
they are headliners they are beyond 
the rainbow age. But Twinkletoes, 
earning fifteen a week, has one dress 
at a time for church, office and pic- 
nic. 
If there is any zip in the child,

DONE "TO" NOT "FOR" FARMERS. 


^ This is what the Ohio Bureau of Markets, a Governor Davis bureau and 


conducted by one of his personal appointees, has to say about the manner 
.in which the Harding administration is treating the farmers: 
^ 
It is not a task of inviting prospect to work diligently in the produc- 


tion of a bushel of corn, oats or wheat or the fattening of a bog, steer, 
or sheep for market only to meet the discouraging fact at the end that 
the price which you secure for the sale of your commodity is no more, and 
in some instances less than the cost of producing the grain or conditioning 
ie 


the live stock. 


This is the situation facing Ohio farmers at the present. It is a factor 


and a. very important factor, in the widespread and justified dissatisfaction 
existing among agriculturists over existing conditions and is coupled with 
the protest against high freight rates and excessive taxes. Other elements 
enter in but these are the ones pressing the most urgently for solution and , 
relief. 
j 
The average cost of producing a bushel of oats in the state, taking in-1 


to account the different items of necessary expense, is 47 cents a bushel, j 
The average price r.ow being paid in Ohio is 41 cents- This leaves the 
producer instead of a profit, a loss of 6 cents on each bushel he offers 
for sale. It is difficult to find a marked incentive for gratification over 
such a combination of cost ar.d sale statictics. 


Corn is no more satisfactory. The cost of a bushel of this cereal from 


the time of planting until it is ready for market is from 70 to 73 cents. 
When the farmer offers it for sale the average price offered him is 61 
cents* A difference of from 9 to 14 cents on the wrong side of the ledger. 
Because of this many growers are using the grain, either as food for their 
live stock or holding it in the hope of a future advance. 


"Wheat to produce costs $1.60 a bushel according to the reports received 


from different sections. It commands in the market .an average of $1.42 
or IS cents less than the cost to grow. This cannot be construed ir.to an 
inviting prospect nor one holding out an inducement to raise the gra-n as 
an article for profit.
